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Smallpox Dangers. 


T the meeting of the Chinese General Chamber of Commerce on 

Thursday, it was announced that several Chinese commercial 
bodies had petitioned the Directors of the Tung. Wah Hospital to 
hold a mass meeting in protest against the recent decision of the 
Sanitary Bourd that no casey of smallpox must be treated in the 
homes of patients, It will also be remembered that when this deci- 
sion was mude, Mr. Wong Kwong-tin made a heated protest at the 
Sanitary Board mecting, But why this should be so, we are unable 
to say. There was certainly no rhyme or reason for it, Any right 
thinking man must admit Lhut to treat such cases in patients’ homes 
will not only prove dangerous to the inmategy but to the general 
public us well. yyy 

When the Government. granted this concession, the China Mail 

pointed out that the practice was a dangerous one and one that was 
not fair to the whole community. We say this again for the obvious 
reason that no Chincse family of moderate means could or would 
take such sanitary measures to prevent the spread of this deadly 
disease. ‘They are not only ignorant, but must find it beyond their 
means Lo provide a sufficient supply of lysol or olher disinfectant to 
wash their hands or any articles which come in contact with the 
patient, Neither will they take the trouble to sterilise the clothing, 
cups, and utengils-‘used by the sufferer, Thig total absence of pre- 
ventive measures is dangerous to all concerned, and the Government 
is wise in withdrawing the concession made to the Chinese com- 
munity. ‘ 5 Siceas a aM 
One watches with interest the attitude which the Tung Wah 
Hospital may take in regard to this matter, Ag a Ilospital managed 
by an intelligent body of Directors we do not think that the ‘Tung 
Wah is likely to heed the senseless barking of what may, 
after all, be called the ignorant section of the Chincse community. 
We say this unreservedly beca'ase we are confident that no right- 
thinking Chinese will insist on having a case of smallpox treated in 
a putient’s home. If this were permitted there would be no safe- 
guard, Our baby amahs, when taking-our children out for airing, 
might, and they always do, visit their friends, and if such friends 
happen to have a case of smallpox in their home, where is the pro- 
tection for our children? This is only to cite one instance. . There 
ure many more where infection can too easily be carried to the 
homes of others, : , .

' CENTRAL BANK. 


Office in Canton to Be 
Reorganised ? 


Canton, Yesterday. 


Interviewed with regard to tho 
reorganisation of the Kwangtung 
Central Bank into a Provincial 
Bank, Cominissioner Fan Kee-mo 
of the Department of Finance 
told Press representatives that in 
spite of the reported approval of 
the Central Government, no for- 
mal order was yet received by the 
Canton Government. No action 
could, therefore, be taken for tho 
present. 

Mr. Fan emphasised that tho 
capital of the Central Bank was 
left with only $20,000 ff 1926, as 
a result of the Red massacre in 
Canton. The Central Bank's 
notes were restored to their full 
face valuc in tho following year 
when a sum of $18,000,000, taken 
from the Provincial Treasury, 
was deposited in the Bank. Dur- 
ing the last two years, a further 
deposit of three million dollars, 
representing the receipts of the 
ten per cent. surcharge collected 
by the Provincial tax bureaux, 
was credited to the capital ac- 
count of the Bank. Jn point of 
fact, the capital of the Central 
Bank was entirely paid up with 
Provincial fund, hence the ex- 
pediency of  reorganising the 
Bank as a Provincial Bank. 

Prior to the reorganisation, Mr. 
Fan said he would study the fol- 
lowing points :— 

That the future currency 
system should correspond 
with that of the country; 

That the measures. respect- 
ing the currency to be adopted 
by the Bank should not affect 
the present value of silver coins 
in the Province; and, 

That such measures must 
have regard to the reccipts and 
payments of the  Provin- 
cial Treasury. — Canton News 
Agency. 1

Nanking, Yesterday, 


The Legislative Yuan to-day 
passed regulations resrarding the 
importation of anit, sauce, and 
other food flavouring products, 


Under the reguintions, foreign 
aut cannot be imported to China 
without special permission from 
the Chinese Government, while 
foreign sauces must pay the tax 
collected on Chinese salt in addi- 
tion to the regular import duty. 


The snlt-tax is $6‘ per hundred 
standard catties. © Morcover, if 
imported. foreign sauces are gold 
in Chinn at exceptionally low 
prices, the Government may col- 
lect a special “dumping tax” 
thereon, in addition to the import 
duty and sntt tax.—Reuter.

Here was a blg bunch 
of people standing still, Do you 
think you were entitled to drive 
through them and lot them take 
their chance? 

Captain Methuen—No. I do not 
think I had any right to drive 
through them. 

Mr, Justice Charles—Then why 
did you?—Beenuse T had to pull 
over or hit the back of the am- 
bulance.

BRITISH SUCCESSES. 


Monte Carlo, Jan, 21. 

This morning Monte Carlo don- 
ned ite moat brilllant gala attire.

Aa early as eight o'clock on this 
summer-like January morning 
mud-covered cara carrying un- 
shaved, often unwashed and uleep:

don John o' Groats for Stavanger, 
in Norway, thus increasing their 
mileage from: 1,837 to 2,260, with a 
consequent Inercase of points pose 
sible for distance vovered, 

jy ntarting from Athens a com- 
petitor could gain one and one- 
tenth more points than if he velect- 
ed Stavanger. But the trail from 
Athens, through Salonicr, Sofa, 
Budapest, and Vienna, had never 
been covercd under Rally ,condi- 
tions, wherens the route from 
Stavanger waa practicable, with |

Among the fohn o° Groats group 
there was the same competition as 
among the Stavanger cars, for N. 
Hinck's four-seater M:G. Six speed 
modol defeated’ C. A. Cochrane's 
luxurious Talbot snloon, by as nar-

In the 1,100 cc. clans the com- 
petition lay between V. -E. 
Leverett'a Riley saloon and M. do 
Lavalette’s Peugeot saloon. Mme.

Leverett'’s acceleration was parti.

It In interesting that while 
Henley’s Invieta put up the beat 
all-round performance, ft was bet- 
tered on the speed over the Inst ten 
metres and in the brake test by 
T. inn's Lagonda, The Invieta 
eavered the 260 metres in 16 
seconds; its time for Inat 10 
metres, at speed, was O48 secs, 
and the time for the next 10 metres 
on the brakes was 0.69 rec. giving 
a total in all of 87 points, The 
Lugonia was not quite so good on 
the acceleration, for it occunied 
15.4 sec. for the speed run. It 
was running ats higher apeed at 
the end, however, for it occupied 
only O88 see. for the last ten

heing one-hundredth of a point 
teua than was gained by the In- 
vietu. Another good performanco 
was that of Black's M.G., which 
was good an acceleration, lust a 
little on brakes, and cecured & 
toftul of 8 points... Cochranes' 
Talbot suloon was better on brakes, 
but by reason of slower acrelera- 
tion lost on the total comnt by 
seven-hundredths of a point. 

Seven Out Of Twelve! 
roerd de Clifford's Lagonda was 
rather disappointing in accelera- 
tlon; it was very good on the 
brakes, being equal to the Talbot 
and only slightly below the Lor 
riuine, but ita final position was 
only eighth, with 6.73 points, Of 
the first twelve cara in the  ac- 
celeration and = brake tests, the 
Winner and six others are British. 
The hést American cars, Graham, 
Chrysler, Buick and Oakland, all 
came after the British omuchines 
in the matter of acceleration. It is 
only fair to point out, however, 
that the Graham brakes wore par- 
ticularly good, While . from a 
practical viewpoint these teats 
may be open to much criticism, 
they are of real scientific valuo 
and was rendered possible only by 
the use of the  clectro-mechanical 
timing device, 

Thus a triple victory for British 
ears and drivers is the magnificent 
net result of the Rally, the world'’a 
groatent competition of its type for 
Kor cars running under 
® long-distance’ Winter condi- 
tiara. 

In the class for cars of more 
thar 1,100 cc. carrying four pne- 
senyera or their equivalent welmrht, 
Heatley's Invieta carried all before 
it by winning the International 
Sporting Club Cup, Le Journal 
Challenge Cup, and the Norwegian 
Automobile Club Cup. 

The Riley saloon driven by V. E. 
Leverett and G. IF. Denison won In 
the 1,100 c.c. clans, by coming from 
Stavanger ot an average of rather 
more than 386 kph. Finally, in the 
comfort competition, the - Grand 
Prix d'Honneur—the highest 
award— was secured by 8, C. H, 
Davis’ Armstrong Siddeley, while 
8 British car won first prize in 
each of the six classes. 

Out of 149 ontries, somo 120 
competitors started for Monte 
Carlo and 62 renched that town,

Helped War Prisoners 
to Escape. 


BRAVE 


BRITISH WOMAN, 


London, March 12. 

The death in Brussels of a Bri- 
tiah woman who haa beon deserib- 
ed ax a “accond Nurse Cavell” 
haa juat been made known In Lon- 
don through the publication of an 
obituary notice of Mins Annie 
Scott-James “who assisted Brittah 
soldiers nt the riak of her life 
from 1914 to 1918, and was men- 
Yoned In dispatches by Sir 
Douglas Haig for gallant and dis- 
Unguished services in the field.” 

Miss Scott-Jnames was Ilving In 
Bruarela nt the outbreak of war 
where she was a teacher of Inngu- 
ages, Although she waa subject- 
ed to the closest observation by 
the Germpna after they entered 
Brussela whe succeeded in holping 
a large number of Britlsh prison- 
ers of war to cucape. 

When a prisoner en route to the 
prison camps near Brussela eacap- 
ed she would meet him, give him 
a disguise and hide him, often in 
her own flat, : 

Parties of two or three prigon- 
ers at a time were then led by 
Miss Scatt-damesx and) a+ Belgian 
womin to the frontier, marching 
8D miles in two days and nighta. 

When they reached the clec- 
trified wires guarding the frontier 
Miss ScottJJames gave the men (n- 
aulating pads of rubber to place 
under their clothes to enable them 
to crawl -through the wlhrea to 
liberty, 

Although she assisted scores of 
men to esenpe only one was lost 
and he wae electrocuted, None 
was shot.—Reuter Wireless,
